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Office building may lack parking 
Trustees approve project 
that violates village rules

A Newt Analysis 


Wheeling Village Board members have 


again let themselves t>e talked Into ap- 
proving a project although it docs not 
meet village ordinances. 


The project in question is a proposed 


office building at 39 S. Milwaukee Ave. 
Plans far the oulldlng do not provide suf- 
ficient parking to meet village codes, but 
village board members ignored the ordi- 
nance in approving zoning for the proj- 
ect. 


Board members were apparently aware 


of tho discrepancy because William Ro- 
gers, 148 S. Wolf M, wrote to the 
trustees to object to the zoning. lie noted 
that the village codes require one park- 
Ing place for each employe based on the 
maximum employe design nf the build- 
ing. Rogers Is a member of the environ- 
mental commission. 


THE QUESTION of parking problems 


was first raised by the zoning board, 
which noted that plans did not meet vil- 
lage parking ordinances. They further 
said lack of parking could cause serious 
problems at tho congested corner of Dun- 
dee Road and Milwaukee Avenue. 


But Building Director William Blcbc'r 


favored tho office project, and In fact 
testified In favor of the petitioner during 
zoning hearings He repeatedly suggested 
that the zoning board discard the appro- 
priate ordinance and'iubstltuto a differ- 
ent code, saying the original ordinance 
was unworkable. . 


According to Blcbcr's aiflumcnl, the 


developer cannot determine the max- 
imum employe design cf u building until 
It is built. He said the village bourd 
should therefore pcccpt the developer's

word that only 24 employes would be 
working at the building 


The proposed office building has 7,600 


square feet of rental space, and could 
accommodate considerably mere than 24 
employes. 


WHEN ASKED by the village board to 


come up with some accepted industry 
standards for determining the ratio be- 
tttecn employes and floor space, Blcber 
merely listed the number of employe!) es- 
timated by the developer, 1). J. Hintz 
and Co. 


"I feel that the 24 employes that will 


be employed in that building v.ill be the 


most as they stated," Btebcr wrote in his 
report to the board. "Nowhere in our zon 
ing code do we set a,minimum or max- 
imum for office space or a minimum or 
maximum area for an employe." 


Since Bieber did not provide the re- 


quested information on industry stan- 
dards, the board could have delayed 
granting the zoning for I he project. 
Trustees could have asked again for 
some accepted ratio between floor space 
and the number of employes. 


The board also could have approved 


the zoning, but required the developer to 
meet village ordinance either by raising

Dundee Road work likely 
to be halted until spring 


Rain has again halted work on Dundee 


Road and state officials said it will not 
resume until at least Monday and possi- 
bly not until spring. 


Albert SIfrer, project'engineer for tho 


Illinois Division of Highways, yesterday 
said the roadbed is saturated, making it 
Impossible for paving to continue. Pav- 
ing can resume only if the road dries and 
the temperature docs not become too 
cold, he said. 


The construction season, Sifrer said, 


has one to two weeks remaining, making 
It almost certain workmen will not finish 
two lanes by winter. "By the lime tho 
road dries, the weather might be too bad 
to do any more this year," he said. 


The project consists of widening 16,000 


feet of Dundee Road to four lanes be- 
tween Elmhurst Road and 111. Rte. 53, 
through Wheeling, Arlington Heights and 
Buffalo Grove. .Workmen began paving 
west from Elmhurst Road and arc cur- 
rently about 300 feet west of Buffalo 
Grove Road. 


NUMEROUS DELAYS have occurred 


on the project because of what the state 
calls weather problems and a cement 
shortage. Sltrcr said the drainage on 
Dundee Road Is poor, which causes long 
delays after every rainfall. Instead of 
running off the road into a ditch, the wa- 
ter stands in the road bed. 


Some of the delays, Sifrer said, are be- 


cause Greco Contractors, the firm doing 
the work, has other commitments. In ad- 
dition to Dundee Road, Greco Is finishing 
work on Golf Road in Schaumburg, as 
well as several other road projects. 


Greco docs not have the manpower or 


equipment, Sifrer said, to keep up with 
all the jobs, especially since the recent 
weather and cement problems have set 
back construction. 


The road has been under construction 


since September, 1972, when workers be- 
gan installing sewer pipes. Since that 
time the road has been In various stages 
of construction. The project, according to 
the contract, must be completed 210

Incorporation petitions due today 


Petitions calling for an election on 


whether Prospect Heights should become 
a city will be filed this morning in Cook 
County Circuit Court. 


The petitions, with about 560 signa- 


tures, have been prepared and dis- 
tributed to residents of the area by the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation. Only 200 signatures from regis- 
tered voters were required. 


The incorporation petitions, once re- 


ceived by the court, will be assigned to a 
judge who will schedule public hearings 


on the incorporation request. At the hear- 
ings it is expected that the three sur- 
ro u n d i n g towns, Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect and Wheeling, will ob- 
ject, at least in part, to the proposed 
boundaries of the new community. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS officials have 


said they are dissatisfied with the in- 
clusion of a section of Waterman Avenue, 
south of Thomas Street, within the pro- 
posed boundaries. The Mount Prospect 
Village Board has voted to-object be- 
cause of the inclusion of sections of Pal- 


waukee Airport and Rob Roy Golf Course 
within the proposed city's limits. 


Wheeling officials objected to the last 


Prospect Heights incorporation 
effort- 


several years ago. 


PHIA officials hope a referendum on 


incorporation will be scheduled for next 
spring at the latest. PHIA is preparing 
an analysis of costs and benefits result- 
Ing from incorporation for presentation 
to residents before the referendum is 
held. About 13,000 persons-live in the pro- 
posed incorporation area. 


Swan Lake 
given a 
2nd chance 


Swan Lake developers will have a sec- 


ond chance to plan a 624-unit apartment 
project In southern Wheeling, despite 
problems that have been associated with 
it. 


The Wheeling Village Board voted 5-1 


to extend zoning for the project for two 
years. The trustees, however, gave fair 
warning that the Plan Commission would 
not approve the development if there 
were any planning problems associated 
with the project. 


William Masloske, representative of 


the Prospect Heights Improvement Asso- 
ciation, also urged the village board not 
to approve Swan Lake until developers 
are in full compliance with environmen- 
tal laws 


The Swan Lake project has been the 


cause of some controversy because a 
large portion of the property lies in the 
flood plain. Developers have contended 
that since McDonald Creek runs through 
the property, almost half of the land Is 
unsuitable for building. However, the de- 
velopers have used the entire acreage of 
the site in computing the number of 
apartments allowed by ordinance. 


AS A RESULT, members of the plan 


commission have complained that the de- 
velopment has closely packed buildings, 
seas of parking lots and little usable 
open space. Prospect Heights residents 
have objected to the plans for the proj- 
ect, saying it will aggravate flooding, 
traffic, siltation and other problems in 
the area. 


The village board was given the oppor- 


tunity to stop the Swan Lake Apartments 
when it learned earlier this year that 
zoning for the project had expired. Vil- 
lage ordinance requires that construction 
of a planned development begin within 
two years of the date zoning is approved. 
Zoning for Swan Lake was approved in 
February, 1971. 
• In extending the zoning for the site, 
however, the trustees did' not "discuss 
whether the property is suitable for an 
apartment project. The development is 
proposed for 40 acres on Wheeling Road 
just north of St. Alphonsus Catholic 
Church. 


Board members stressed that the plan 


commission could reject the project for 
any planning problem, including high 
density, poor layout of buildings or flood- 
ing problems. In the past, the plan com- 
mission has been reluctant to reject any 
project if it complies with village ordi- 
nances, despite any associated planning 
problems. 


WHEN DISCUSSION turned to the spe- 


cific plans for the Swan Lake project, 
Trustee Ron Bruhn said the village 
should wait for the plan commission to 
review these problems. "We're sort of 
putting the cart before the horse here," 
he said. 


The PHIA representative, however, 


raised questions about the development's 
Impact on air pollution, water pollution 
and flooding problems. Masloske noted 
that the North Cook County Soil and Wa- 
ter Conservation District had cautioned 
the village to proceed carefully before 
approving the project He noted the dis-

Three area banks have been ordered to 


pay several thousand dollars in taxes 
and may face additional penalties for 
failing to pay personal property taxes on 
their capital stock. 


The taxes will be levied against the 


Countryside Bank In Mount Prospect, the 
Northwest Trust and Savings Bank In Ar- 
lington Heights and the Bank of Buffalo 
Grove, according to a spokesman for 
County Assessor P. J. Cullerton. 


The taxes were levied after The Herald 


disclosed in August that the banks failed 
to provide the assessor's office with In- 
formation on their capital stock and thus 
escaped personal property taxes on the 
stock shares. 


UNDER ILLINOIS LAW, the banks are 


required to provide certain financial In- 
formation as well as a stockholder list to 
the assessor for use In determining the 
tax. Although share owners are respon- 
sible for the tax, the banks customarily 
pay it for them. 


The North Point State Bank and Toll- 


way Arlington National Bank has also 
failed to provide the assessor with tax 
Information, but there will be no taxes 
levied because all the stock is held by 
individuals, the spokesman said. 


The state personal property tax has 


been ruled unconstitutional for individ- 
uals and only shares held by corpo- 
rations can be taxed. 


Taxes and penalties for the three 


banks could amount to more than $10,000 
for the post three years. Dennis Dunne, 
Cullerton's director.of communication, 
said the three banks will be assessed 
about 13,500 for 1973 alone.

elected local officials who hold bank 
stock and could be in violation of the 
state's conflict of Interest statute be- 
cause of official actions taken regarding 
the banks such as reaming. No addition- 
al Information on the investigation was 
available.

The 
station rolled over when the angle between Skylab and earth 
was better, and flew a full revolution around the globe upside 
down. The move conserved 18 per cent of the planned amount 
of gas. 


Aerosol spray control hearing slafed 


The Consumer Product Safety Commission said it will hold 


a public hearing early next year on a request from a private 
research group to impose tight controls on aerosol sprays. 
The research group wants an education program on the dan- 
gers of sprays, and all poisonous or unsife sprays banned and 
removed from store shelves. 


House unit OKs $5.8 billion foreign aid 


The House Appropriations Committee has approved a $5.8 


billion foreign aid bill, biggest since 1953 during the Korean 
War. The bill, about $2.2 billion bigger than last year's was 
inflated by on emergency military aid request to Israel and 
Cambodia totaling $2.4 billion.

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Kissinger to visit Mideast

The United States announced Tuesday that Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger will visit six Middle East countries 
in a major new U.S. effort to save the Middle East peace. A 
new rash of shooting incidents underscored the urgency of his 
trip. 


The State Department said Kissinger will visit Egypt, Saudi 


Arabia, Syria, Jordan, Lebanon and Israel on his swing begin- 
ning Dec. 13 as part of a major American diplomatic effort to 
bring all countries concerned together in a Geneva peace 
conference about Dec. 18. 


Egypt and other Arab countries were said to be reconsider- 


ing whether to attend the projected peace conference because 
of the deadlock in military talks between Egypt and Israel. 
The talks broke down last week after Israel refused to pull its 
forces back to the Oct. 22 cease-fire lines as stipulated by the 
U.N. Security Council. 


The inclusion of Syria in Kissinger's itinerary was seen as 


significant The Syrians have never been a party to the cease- 
fire and Washington has had no formal diplomatic contact 
with Damascus for more than six years. 


Even as Kissinger's trip was announced, the Israeli mili- 


tary command reported new shooting incidents on the Suez 
front and a mortar attack from Syria to.the north. But U.S. 
Deputy Secretary of State Kenneth Rush, visiting Jerusalem, 


said he was optimistic Egypt and Israel would be able to 
negotiate a durable peace. 


In Cairo, U.N. officials said Finnish Maj. Gen. Enslo Sii- 


lasvuo had failed in attempts to get Israel and Egypt to 
resume their cease-fire talks later this week. 


Egyptian officials described the Kissinger visit as an nth 


' hour attempt to save the conference in Geneva. Israel and 


Egypt said at first they would attend, but Egypt has modified 
its position because of what it called Israeli "stalling" in the 
cease-fire talks.

Oil prices will soar: Simon 


from Herald news services 


President Nixon Tuesday created a 


new federal energy, agency whose chief 
immediately forecast higher prices and 
perhaps rationing of gasoline and home 
heating oil. 


Nixon named deputy Treasury Secre- 


tary William E. Simon to head the Fed- 
eral Energy Agency which will coordi- 
nate all energy activities of the govern- 
ment. The new agency is subject to con- 
gressional approval. 


Simon immediately told newsmen that 


Americans can expect significant price 
increases and perhaps rationing of gaso- 
line and home heating oil. 


He took over as the administration's 


energy boss from John A. Love who re- 
slped Monday "for reasons of his own." 


Simon said the days of abundant cheap 


supplies of energy are ended. He said 
measures being considered to deal with 
both short and long term shortages be- 
cause of the Mideast oil cutoff included: 


• A combination of gasoline price in- 


creases, taxes and rationing to reduce 
gasoline consumption. 


• Pride increases or taxes on natural 


gas and electricity to reduce residential 
and commercial energy use. 


• Pressing 26 utility plants which can 


Pass daylight saving bills 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


approved a bill Tuesday to put the coun- 
try on daylight saving time year-round 
for the next two years to save electricity 
and fuel. 


The House has passed similar legisla- 


tion and the bill will be sent to President 
Nixon for his signature as soon as the 
two versions are reconciled. 


Daylight saving time (DST) could be 


resumed before the year is over. The 
Senate bill calls for it 'to start on the 
fourth Sunday following enactment but 
the House bill provides for the start 15 
days after enactment. 


Thc senate approved an amendment 


which would permit the legislatures in 
states with divided time zones to exempt 
one of the zones from DST. 


Sen. Marlow W. Cook, R-Ky., said the 


amendment, if retained in the final bill, 
would affect these states: Alaska, Ari- 
zona, Florida, Hawaii, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, Michigan, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Tennessee, Texas and Utah. 


Only one of the affected states' time 


zones could be exempted. 


Cook said the entire areas of Alaska and 


Hawaii could be exempted by their state 
legislatures under his amendment.

Aides still unclear on gap in tape

White House aides were still groping 


Tuesday to explain an 18-minute gap in 
one of President Nixon's Watergate 
tapes, while the Senate Watergate Com- 
mittee literally came face-to-face with a 
controversial $100,000 Nixon campaign 
contribution. 


In the tapes controversy, U.S. District 


Judge John Sirica continued his month- 
old hearing into flaws on the Watergate 
recordings, and whether any of the tapes 
may have been tampered with. 


He heard White House lawyer Samuel 


J. Powers say presidential aides believe 
five minutes of one of the key tapes were 
erased accidentally, but can't explain 
why another 13 minutes also vanished. 


It also was disclosed from Lorry Higby 


— a deputy to former White House chief 
of staff H. R. Haldeman — that he 
learned about the IB-minute gap from 
Haldeman himself on Nov. 14 or 15, a full 
week before the White House disclosed it 
publicly. 


The tape in question is of a Nixon-Hal- 


deman meeting June 20, 1972, just three 
days after the bugging arrests at Demo- 
cratic party headquarters. Haldeman's 
notes show Watergate was discussed dur- 
ing that meeting, but that portion of the 
tape is the part now obliterated and un- 
dergoing technical tests by experts in 
New York. 


Powers testified he and White House 


attorney Fred J. Buzhardt were sur- 
prised to learn of the gap, and that a 
"very upset" Rose Mary Woods — Presi- 
dent Nixon's personal secretary — told 
them she apparently had erased four or 
five minutes of the tape while trying to 
transcribe K. But, under questioning, 
they said they couldn't explain the re- 
mainder of the gap. 


Meantime, members of the Senate Wa- 


tergate committee were stunned when 
Chester Davis — an associate of billio- 
naire recluse Howard Hughes — opened 
a brown attache case and dumped before 


them $100,000, supposedly the money giv- 
en by Hughes to the Nixon campaign and 
held for three years by presidential 
friend Charles "Bebe" Rebozo. 


The incident came during an executive 


session with Davis, reportedly after an 
argument with committee members 
about whether he would testify about the 
Hughes-Rebozo transaction In executive 
session. Reportedly he said, "Here's the 
goddamned money," which then was 
counted and impounded so the serial 
numbers could be recorded.

Judge John J. Sullivan had been asked to 
leave his job with the.Illinois Court of 
Appeals and head a legal team to defend 
Nixon should impeachment proceedings 
be brought against him.

contemptuous conduct in their 1969-70 
riot conspiracy trial. 


The three — David Dellinger, Abble 


Hoffman and Jerry Rubin — and Kunst- 
ler were convicted in a bench verdict 
from U.S. District Court Judge Edward 
Glgnoux after a five-week hearing in Chi- 
cago. 
. Glgnoux, brought In from Maine to 
hear the case, ruled "the court is not a 
public hall for the expression of political 


views," and set Thursday for sentencing. 


At the same time, he dismissed con- 


tempt charges against Chicago Seven de- 
fendants Rennie Davis and Tom Hayden 
and attorney Leonard Welnglass. Earlier 
in the trial, he had dismissed contempt 
charges against John Frolnes and Lee 
Welner. 


The charges stemmed from the trial of 


the seven before U.S. District Court 
Judge Julius Hoffman for their part in 
the disorders during the 1968 Democratic 
national convention In Chicago. Original 
contempt convictions by Hoffman had 
been overturned in federal appeals court.

Pioneer rewrites Jupiter theories 


by United Press International 


Its historic bypass of Jupiter behind it, 


Pioneer 10 sped away Tuesday on an 
endless journey to the stars while scien- 
tists on earth prepared to rewrite the 
textbook on the solar system's largest 
planet.. 


Pioneer 10, which passed within 81,000 


miles of Jupiter's cloud tops, was flung 
out of the planet's mighty gravitational 
field still transmitting Information, which 
it is expected to continue to do until it 
crosses the orbit of Uranus in five years. 


Scientists were dazzled by what they 


gleaned from Pioneer's radio trans- 


missions as the spacecraft survived Jupi- 
ter's intense radiation fields. 


The wealth of data was being pored 


over at NASA's Ames Research, Center 
in Mountain View, Calif., with months — 
and even years — of study expected. 


Scientists at Ames agreed the Informa- 


tion from the Monday night rendezvous 
would revolutionize knowledge of the 
huge planet, leaving many previous theo- 
ries in shambles. 


NASA administrator James C. Fletcher 


said, "This b more than we ever 
dreamed of," and Dr. John A. Simpson 
of the University of Chicago said pre- 
vious Ideas gleaned from astronomical 


observations are now "out of the win- 
dow." 


Among early data disclosed was the 


fierceness of the radiation fields, that 
Jinlter is even more massive than pre- 
viously believed, and that its magnetic 
field passes through the planet with a tilt 
off-center of 10 degrees. 


The scientists are especially anxious to 


learn more about Jupiter's concentric, 
turbulent cloud,rings and its mysterious 
"Great Red Spot,'",of which Pioneer sent 
back vivid color pictures. 


The 570-pound craft, the fastest man- 


made object ever, readied a maximum 
of 82,000 miles on hour at the ren- 


dezvous. It was decelerating quickly as it 
sped away and was traveling at 33,600 
mph at a distance 1.7 million miles. 


It will level off at 25,000 mph for its 


journey to the edge of the solar system 
and beyond — a journey that will go on 
forever. 


Instruments aboard Pioneer 10 will 


continue gathering data about the solar 
winds and other phenomena that exlsf 
beyond Jupiter. 
, Fletcher told.newsmen the spectacular 
success of Pioneer 10 will help scientists 
determine the course of its sister ship,* 
Pioneer 11, which already is headed for 
a Jupiter rendezvous 12 months away.

New 
stations would only spread existing gaso- 
line stocks thinner, he said and with lim- 
ited supply new stations would find It 
hard to survive. 


"A new account would have no chance 


to grow. Some existing, marginal ac- 
counts may also be eliminated. Others 
may have to go into other businesses," 
Hamilton said. 


He added that Amoco is looking toward 


the future in acquiring land for new sta- 
tions. He said although the outlook Is 
generally dim for new stations some 
might be established in high volumn traf- 
fic areas. 


"We are still arranging for future 


sites, when the market settles down," he 
said, adding current planning foresees a 
tight market for the next two to five 
years. 


Hamilton said money which normally 


would be earmarked for new facilities 
will now go toward upgrading existing 
ones. 


"The opportunity to up-grade our sta- 


tions has been accelerated. They will be 
made more appealing. The image of our 
accounts is an important factor," he 
said. 


WILEY BRAGG, public affaire man- 


ager for Exxon, characterized his com- 
pany's current positions as "a holding 
pattern."

"In the face of a situation of limited 


supplies, it's our position not to construct 
any new service stations. We' are not 
seeking to build and we are not assuming 
an aggressive posture in acquiring new 
sites," Bragg sUd.

He said he could not estimate how long 


the current tight market would last. 


"Everything is so fluid.' The issues In- 


' volved are beyond our control and be- 
yond the control of the United States," 
he said of the oil embargo by Arab 
states.

"BASICALLY WHAT you'd do is put

allocated "on an equal basis" but some 
stations may go under. "There are nor- 
mal reasons for taking stations out of the 
chain.

Road changes, for ex- 
ample, can make it not economically 
possible for some opcators to remain 
open."

Wheeling officials ore again considering an obscenity ordi- 


nance, this time at the urging of Village Atty. Paul Hamer. 


Hamor presented the village board with two model ordi- 


nances prepared by a special committee of the Illinois Munic- 
ipal League. One would prohibit tho sale or distribution of 
obscene material to adults and minors, while the other would 
only govern the sale or distribution of such material to mi- 
nors. 


Both model ordinances arc designed to be in compliance 


with new obscenity standards established by the Supreme 
Court this year. 


Earlier, the village decided not to pursue a proposed ob- 


scenity ordinance designed to protect minors, saying obscen- 
ity standards were too vague for the village to try to regulate. 


The matter has been referred to the judiciary and purchas- 


ing committee for further study. 


Taxi rate hike iveighed 


A request for increased taxi rates requested by the Wheel- 


ing Village Cab Co. has also been referred to the judiciary 
and purchasing committee.

Does fuel crisis allow holiday lights? 


by BOB GALLAS 


Hold off on turning on those Christmas 


l i g h t s , suburbia. Although Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. officials say it's 
okay, the federal government doesn't 
agree. 


Electric company officials contend that 


although there might be a need to cut 
down on the use of electrical power in 
other parts of the country, there's plenty 
of fuel for electric generators in the Mid- 
west. 


Government officials however were 


surprised at the Commonwealth Edison 


position, saying it was not in line with 
the Present's energy conservation pro- 
gram. 


"We have no problem In meeting our 


fuel requirements," said Jack Stephens, 
district manager for the Northwest area 
for Commonwealth Edison. He explained 
that winter electrical demands are 20 per 
cent less than summer demands anyway. 


STEPHENS EXPLAINED the short- 


age of fuel at the present time is with 
crude oil. "Generators along the East 
Coast, for example, rely mainly on oil 
for electricity," said Stephens. "Fifty 


per cent of which is imported," he 
added. 


The Northwast suburban area, how- 


ever, has a minimal reliance on oil for 
electricity, according to Stephens. "Our 
projections for 1974 estimate our power 
source will be 35 per cent nuclear, 65 per 
cent coal, with the rest coming from oil 
and natural gas," said Stephens. 


Oil consumed during the year is main- 


ly used in the summer, according to 
Stephens, to provide additional power on 
extremely hot or "peak" days when air 
conditioner use is at its highest. The oil- 


LET THERE BE LIGHT, sayi Commonwealth Edison Co. 
in regard_to Christmas lights this yuletide. While other 
parts of the nation that rely on oil for electric power 
are cutting back on decorative lights to conserve ener- 


gy, Midwest generators operate on nuclear and coal- 
powered generators, for which there is an ample supply 
of fuel, according to a spokesman for the power com- 
pany. U.S. energy officials disagree, however.

powered generators, which are available 
on a moment's notice, are also used oc- 
casionally during the winter, when an 
emergency closes down a generator for a 
period of time and additional power is 
needed temporarily. 


WHAT SORT OF crisis would result if 


all oil supplies were shut off to the Mid- 
west? 


Probably nothing. "If oil is shut off en- 


tirely, we'd have several alternatives," 
said Stephens. "We have ties to five Mid- 
west state utilities which can supply us 
with additional power." 


WHY HASN'T Commonwealth Edison 


encouraged Christmas lights before this 
in light of all the cries to conserve ener- 
SV? 


"We were not in a position ... to say 


anything," said Stephens. "We're not a 
governmental agency. We can't dictate 
to a customer what to do," said Step- 
hens. 


Stephens explained that the Midwest is 


in a somewhat unique situation in re- 
gards to its source of power. "Right now, 
we rely on 30 per cent nuclear power 
with another atomic generator scheduled 
for completion at Zion, 111. by the end of 
the year," said Stephens. "The national 
average for use of nuclear power Is 5 per 
cent, though," Stephens said. 


THE MIDWEST IS also aided by the 


fact that coal is most plentiful in this 
area. "We have generating stations right 
on top of coal mines in some places," 
said Stephens. "There's no cost Involved 
for transporting it to the generators," 
Stephens added. 


"Commonwealth Edison here began 


developing plans for the nuclear gener- 
ators some 20 years ago and foresaw a 
shortage of natural gas and petroleum 
products," said Stephens. 


Commonwealth Edison is part of a na- 


tional grid system, according to Bart J. 
McGarry, assistant director, office of 
Energy Conservation in Washington, 
D.C. The Midwest company can feed 
energy to Canada or another part of the 
country facing a power shortage, he said. 


McGARRY SAID IF Edison conserved 


its energy it would have a potential to 
feed supply to the east coast and other 
areas where shortages exist. 


If another part of the country were fac- 


ing a brownout and Edison didn't have 
energy to give, the situation would be 
deplorable, he said.

A request by Harper College for $1.8 


million In stata money to replace a field- 
house destroyed by fire last summer was 
denied yesterday by the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education. 


A bid by officials at Oakton Commu- 


nity College for $1 million for planning 
and purchase of a permanent campus 
was also denied by the state board. 


The two requests were among a total 


of $234 million sought by community col- 
lege and university officials for buildings 
for the 1075 fiscal year. The state board 
approved only $85.7 million of that 
amount, the lowest building budget for 
higher education in seven years. Last 
year the board approved a budget of $106 
million. 


The state board did approve $3 mil* 


lion for two vocational-technical build- 
Ings at Harper. Enrollment In the col- 
lege's vocational programs has been ex- 
panding rapidly and classroom space for 
them has been one of Harper's most crit- 
ical needs. 


THE BUDGET presented yesterday 


also Included $20 million for a building at 
Loop College In Chicago and a total of 
about $18.5 million for libraries at North- 
eastern Illinois University, Western Illi- 
nois University, and the University of Il- 
linois, Circle Campus. 


Cameron' West, executive director of 


the slata board, said the state approves 
funds for buildings In priority order. Har- 
per's request for a replacement field- 
house was denied, said West, because, 
"We felt libraries were more essential 
than gymnasiums."

State college tuition may increase 6%, 


Tuition at state colleges and universities may be Increased 


by 8 per cent if a budget approved yesterday by the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education is passed by the Illinois General 
Assembly and signed by the governor next year. 


The tuition Increase would offset the rising cost of operating 


the colleges and universities and Is a step toward fulfilling a 
state board policy that says a student should pay one-third of 
the cost of his education. 


The 6 per cent Increase would mean an increase of between 


$28 to $32 In cost to the student each year. If the schools do 
not raise tuition, they would have to make other reductions 
in their budgets, according to state officials. 


The tuition Increase docs not apply to Illinois community 


colleges. 


THE BUDGET for community colleges and four year col- 


Icgra and universities approved by the state for the 1975 fiscal 
year is $54.7 million more than this year's budget. Of that 
J54.7 million, $4.9 million wilt go to community colleges, for 
operating expenses, $11 million will go to the Illinois State 
Scholarship Commission, and $17.6 million will go to the state 
universities for a S per cent salary increase for professors. 


The budget Includes an Increase In the state grant to com- 


munity colleges of SO cents per student credit hour and an 
Increase of $1 per student credit hour In vocational programs. 


HIE BUDGET ALSO provides for the first time that part- 


time students will qualify for Illinois state scholarships. State 
officials estimate scholarship money will be made available 
to 22,500 part-tlme-siudtnts, and about 75 per cent of them 
are expected to attend community colleges. 
• 
' 


The budget for the scholarship commission also increases 


the maximum award to $1,350. The increases in scholarship 
funds were made partly to offset the 6 per cent Increase in 
tuition at four-year schools, according to state officials. 


In proposing the budget the staff of the Illinois Board of 


Higher Education recommended that a blue-ribbon committee 
be formed to study methods of funding community colleges. 
The committee will be made up of representatives from the 
board of higher education and the Illinois Community College 
Board, community college trustees and taxpayers. 


CAMERON WEST, executive director of the board of high- 


er education, said the committee probably will be formed 
after the first of the year and will report sometime in 1975. 
Community colleges are now funded from a variety of state 
and local sources. 


The operating budgets of Northern Illinois University, East- 


ern Illinois University, and both campuses of Southern Illinois 
University were decreased in the state budget by a total of $4 
million to offset declining enrollments in these schools. The 
cutbacks are "one of the first times we have attempted to 
move money between campus recognizing changing enroll- 
ment patterns," West said.

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Still a lack of decent loiv-income housing 
Substandard housing is alive and ill here

Two houses In unincorporated Palatine 


Township cited for building and zoning 
violations last week aro minor symptoms 
of a much larger problem: the lack of 
decent, affordable housing for Northwest 
suburban residents with low-paying Jobs. 


County officials found two single-fami- 


ly houses overcrowded with tenants, all 
of them Spanish speaking. At 138 N. 
Qucntln Rd., the house was in "deplor- 
able and dangerous" condition, accord- 
Ing to building inspectors. At 600 W. 
Wood St., all tenants who said they 
worked full time at a Palatine factory 
were sharing the upstairs of the house, 
one bathroom and a community kitchen. 


THE TWO HOUSES are not unique in 


the Northwest suburbs. Since 1969, when 
three small daughters of Mr. and Mrs. 
Juan Arenas died in a blazing Elk Grove 
Township farmhouse, it has been known 
by some residents that such bousing ex- 
ists. 


After the deadly fire, local an* county 


officials cleaned up Illegal housing In the 
township and other areas of ""orthwest 
Cook County, tearing down shacks and 
chicken coops and evicting the families 
that lived in them. Although those fami- 
lies were given help in relocating, the 
housing was never replaced. 


Families still live Ilka the Arenas fami- 


ly lived. According to officials at the 
Northwest Opportunity Center in Rolling 
Meadows, occupied substandard housing 
exists In unincorporated Palatine Town* 
ship, parts of Wheeling Township and In 
downtown DCS Plalnes. Much of that 
housing Is in worse condition than build- 
ing inspectors found last week. 


"THERE ARE WHOLE families living 


In basements and garages," sold Bruce 
Newton, director of the opportunity cen- 
ter, which provides a variety of services 
to the poor and needy of the Northwest 
suburbs. "Much of It Is deficient housing, 
Inadequate heating and plumbing. Some 
of the people are paying up to 80 per cent 
of their Incomes for it." 


A HERALD REPORTER recently 


toured a number of substandard housing 
units In the area with representatives of 
tho center. The tour was provided on the 
condition that exact locations not be dis- 
closed. When substandard housing is Iden 
lifted and legal action taken against Its 
owners, center officials sold, tenants usu- 
ally aro evicted and face the difficult 
problem of finding alternative housing 
they can afford. 


Some examples: 
• In Palatine Township, only a few 


fct't outside the corporate limits of Pala- 
tine, two families live in two garages 
converted to apartments. The apart- 
ments have cement floors and portable 
heaters; the toilets don't work, the water 
pipes freeze in tho winter and the water 
beater frequently breaks down. 


• One side of a county road in Pala- 


tine Township is lined with old farm 
shades. At mo site, two families live in 
grey-shingled sheds, similar to wood- 
sheds. Tho two families share a small 
wooden outhouse. Each shed has two 
rooms. A family with four children lives 
in one shed; a family with six children 
lives in tho other. When It rains, both of 
tho sheds flood, sometimes to several 
feet of water. Each family pays $100- 
a-month rent 


• In downtown DCS Plalncs, a five-unit

rundown frame motel has been con- 
verted Into $25 a week apartments. Fam- 
ilies with three and four children live in 
Its one-room units. 


• A few blocks away, four families 


each pay $160-a-month rent to share an' 
old white frame house, built In the 1890s. 
One family lives in the basement, two on 
the second floor and one on the first . 
floor. 


• A one-bedroom shingled shack along 


a busy highway in Wheeling Township, 
Just cost of Mount Prospect, houses a 
man, woman and their three children. 
They have heat and plumbing 'hat works 
once in a while, but the wat r in thcte 
welt Is contaminated. The fa ally pays 
$125-n-month rent phis utilities. The hus- 
band is a factory worker. 


MOST OF THE families who live In 


such housing are Mexican or Mexican-. 
American families from Texas, who 
come to the Northwest suburbs.seeking 
work. They find it in factories/ construc- 
tion, landscaping and at nurseries b*ut' 
v 


they can't find decent housing to go 
along with It. Many landlords won't rent 
to them, according to center officials. 
Largo numbers of children restrict them 
to apartments often In the $300-a-month 
range. 


Some stay In the suburbs only during 


tho summer but each year more are 
making their homes here. . 


"There arc while families who make 


tho same low-incomes but they would 
never, ever live like the Spanish-speak- 
ing people live," said Margarita Alonso, 
social worker at the center. "The Mexi- 
can-Americans have no other choice." 


The City of. Des Plaines and Cook 


County both have ordinances that spell 


out housing violations and can order re- 
pairs, ', take landlords to court and evict 
families.-But officials say'they inspect 
housing only when they get a complaint. . 


"OUR CODES SAY we inspect on com- 


plaint," said Jean Branding, Des Plaines 
health director. '"We have no regular 
systems to go block-by-block checking on 
housing. We don't have anybody who 
would do that." 


"We have only 11 building inspectors 


and when you figure the amount of men 
and their day-to-day work with new con- 
struction, they really don't have the time 
for general surveys on substandard hous- 
ing," said Cook • County Building 
Corar. William Harris. "We do check 
'complaints." 


But people living in the housing -and 


officials at the center say it doesn't pay 
to complain when you look at the_ con- 
sequences. 


"We don't like to see people living like 


this," Newton said. "But we always ask 
ourselves, "will complaints -just end up in 
eviction?" ;..'»'•

Many times It does, he said. A. landlord 


would just as soon tear down his dilapi- 
dated building and sell his property than 
pay to fix it up, he said. He said many 
landlords' threaten their tenants with 
eviction if they complain about the hous- 
ing. As a result, even minimal repairs 
like broken faucets and leaky sinks go 
undone. 
' 


"WE FEEL WE cannot be tough with 


the landlords because there are no al- 
ternatives to housing," Newton said. If 
the available housing is torn down, it just 
gets harder and harder for the families 
to find even a roof over their heads, be 
said. 


Newton said the housing shortage is 


getting worse as more* and'more .decent' 
but old housing fa torn down to .make 
way for commercial development.;. • 
. "It's not just the Spanish-speaking peo- 
ple who can't afford the housing,". he 
said. "It's the elderly and it's'the young 
families who grew up out here or moved 
out here and work In the factories. They 
make $3 an hour, $120 a week and they 
end up paying 50 .per cent of their in- 
comes, for rent. Clothing, medical care 
and insurance go wanting."- 


Newton said the center's main concern 


•is finding apartments and houses for the 
people who currently live in the suburbs 
and work here. He said he has talked 
about the housing problem to officials of 
businesses who hire the cheap labor, but 
•gets no results.'.-

"Companles agree there is not enough 


housing .for their workers,'but they make', 
no effort to push for better housing," he 
said.

>» NEWTON SAlb'gE hopes a, solution to 


the problem will come from the Regional 
Housing Coalition's voluntary plan for 
the distribution of low and modernte-in- 
come housing throughout the Chicago 
suburbs. 


The plan, announced In October, was 


drawn up by a group of mayors repre- 


vsenting suburbs In the six counties sur- 
"roundlng the suburbs. The coalition was 
formed by the Northeastern Illinois Plan- 
ning Commission (NIPC) and the Lead- 
ership Council for Metropolitan Commu- 
nities. 
. The plan indicates the Northwest sub- 
urbs will need 18,300 additional low-and 
•moderate-income units over the next 10 
years, 800 of them by next year. Mem- 
bers of the coalition are now urging local 
officials to get together and discuss how 
: and where to build those units. 


"There are a lot of people out here who 


need that housing," Newton said.'"If vil- 
lages and cities would just take a pro- 
gressive approach, the problem could be 
. solved."

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Two legislators urge RTA defeat

Two Arlington Heights legislators yes- 


terday began an effort that many subur- 
ban Republicans hope will result In 
blocking the metropolitan regional tran- 
sit plan hastily agreed upon In the Illi- 
nois General Assembly last week. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schllckman, 


R-Arllngton Heights, said at a prcsi con- 
ference that he remains "very much 
committed to establishment of a Region- 
al Transit Authority," 


But ho declared that the RTA which 


came out of tho legislature last week "a 
badly drafted bill, onto which has been 
grafted concessions to special Interests, 
with a funding formula which defies rea- 
son." 


S t a t e Rep. Virginia Macdonald, 


R-Arllngton Heights, Issued statement 
also supporting the RTA concept, but urg 
ing voters to reject the current plan hi a 
March 19 referendum. 


SCIILICKMAN declared that tho com- 


promise RTA bill arrived at between 
Gov. Daniel Walker and House Speaker 
W. Robert Blair, R-Park Forest, contains 
"guarantees of the rights of railroads, la- 
bor unions and bonding companies, but 
none of the rights of the public." 


Schllckman said tho compromise bill, 


for Instance, makes It mandatory for the 
RTA to enter Into contracts to purchase 
services from any commuter railroad 
that desires to do so. It has no similar 
provision for bus companies, one "signal 
to suburban residents that they are being 
sold out" through tho lack of guarantee 
of any expanded service In the suburbs. 


He also pointed out that a provision 


which was supposed to guarantee that 
two-thirds of money collected for the 
RTA be spent In the area where It is 
collected may bo meaningless. 


According to the wording of the provi- 


sion, Schllckman said, It may bo possible 
to spend two-thirds of, for instance, the 
Lake County share of funds on rail ser- 
vice from the Loop, through the North 
Shore, and just across the Lake County 
line, without adding any services within 
Lake County. 


ALSO ATTACKED by Schlkkmnn was 


the unprecedented bonding power which 
the bill gives to nont-lectcd officials. The 
appointed nine-member RTA board 
would be empowered to Issue up to $500 
million In bonds without referendum. The 
legislature has given that power to no 
other appointed officials, he said. 


Schllckman also pointed out that the 


bill specifically exempts the sale of 
bonds and notes from public bidding re- 
quirements for the RTA. 
In addition, he said, tho vagueness of 


the compromise bill opens tho possibility 
ol almost unlimited taxing power by the 
appointed board. He pointed out, for in- 
stance, that a provision authorizing taxes 
on "parking facilities" falls to define 
those facilities. 


Jlo said that might make it possible for 


the RTA board to tax every public and 
private parking tot in the six-county met- 
ropolitan area. 


SCIILICKMAN cited deficiencies In 28 


of the 43 provisions of tho bill, pointing 
out that 46 amendments offered by sub- 
urban legislators had been "rejected out 
of hand" by tho House and Senate lead- 
ers who drafted the bills. 


While acknowledging an "urgent need 


for a regional transportation system," 
Mrs. Macdonald, also crlticltzed tho RTA 
package yesterday and urged that tho 
referendum bo defeated.

state funding by lottery," she said, "The 
experience of other states using such 
methods has been that the revenues an- 
ticipated arc never realized." 


In a statement, she said lottery funding 


will result In further tax Increases at the 
local or state levels. 


"In view of the energy crisis and the 


urgent need for a regional transportation 
system, It is regrettable that the legisla- 
tive package was drafted in such haste 
and without adequate consideration for 
the significant long-range consequences 
of its many faulty provisions," Mrs. 
Macdonald said. 


SHE ALSO attacked tho proposed com- 


position of the RTA board, the parking 
lax included in the RTA bills, the RTA's 
large bonding authority and the five per 
cent gasoline tax for the six-county met- 
ropolitan area.

The RTA board, she said, will be domi- 


nated by the City of Chicago. 


"This will mean in my judgment that 


the CTA will receive badly needed reve- 
nues but it is highly questionable that the 
rest of the region will be assured of 
equally significant mass trnsportation 
improvements. Even the requirements 
for the chairmanship of the authority 
seem to have been specifically tailored 
for Mr. Milton Pikarsky, chairman of the 
CTA " she said 


MRS. MACDONALD said the proposed 


parking tax and gasoline tax would weigh 
heaviest on suburbanites. In, addition, 
petroleum shortages make the gasoline 
tax an unreliable source of revenue. 


"One of my major objections to the 


package of bills which established the 
new transportation system is that the 
RTA has been granted the right to pre- 
empt home-rule powers granted to home- 
rule units under the new constitution," 
she said. 


"This means that the views of the local 


officials have no standing whatsoever. 
Such action is unprecedented and most 
irresponsible, in my opinion," said Mrs. 
Macdonald. 


"Certainly the citizens of this area will 


study this matter carefully before cast- 
ing their ballots but in view of the nu- 
merous deficiencies,,! would have to rec- 
ommend a negative vote," she said.

This is a form of food poisoning from 


bacteria. It is a much more common 
problem than most people realize. There 
are about 20,000 -cases identified each 
year in the United States, and the in- 
cidcnce is probably much higher than 
that. 


Tho main characteristics are nausea, 


vomiting and diarrhea. It can start from 
eight to 48 hours after eating con- 
laminated food. The time Interval Is for 
the bacteria to multiply In the intestine 
and Invade the intestinal wall. It can be 
very severe, or so mild it Is unnoticed.

THE SALMONELLA bacteria are.com- 


men In poultry products including chick- 
ens, .turkey and eggs. They can be on the 
egg shell or inside the egg. The egg does 
not have to be cracked. Organisms even 
can be found inside the yolk. 


Pork, beef and lamb can be con- 


taminated with the germs. Estimates on 
the amount of contaminated raw meat 
sold In tho retail markets are as high as 
58 per cent. Salmonella can be on the 
surface of the meat and then con- 
taminate the cooking ulensilu and work 
area.

A number of prepared food mixes are 


occasionally contaminated with salmo- 
nella. Products containing dried egg 
have been Identified In outbreaks. 


It helps, obviously, to keep everything 


in the kitchen as clean as possible. Food 
particles are literally growing havens for 
salmonella. 


Unfortunately, cooking food does not 


always sterilize it. Frying, scrambling or 
boiling eggs won't always kill the salm- 
onella If they are present. Roasting a 
turkey, particularly if it is a big bird, 
may not kill all the germs. This is espe- 
cially true if the bird is stuffed with 
dressing. A trick you can use here Is to 
cook the bird and dressing separately. 
Despite these negative comments on my 
port, cooking does help. One of the main 
purposes of cooking was to enable early 
man to survive his germ laden emviron- 
ment. 


Young children, particularly newborns, 


older people and those with other Illness- 
es are particularly susceptible to the in- 
fection. Whenever a person's resistance 
is down, he is more likely to have a more 
severe reaction.

igan conservative becomes the first prac- 
leal alternative In the last six months to 
continuation of the Nixon presidency. 


Although there was some talk of im- 


peachment of Nixon by Rep. Robert F. 
Drinan, D-Mass., as early as May, that 
wasn't taken seriously by even the most 
liberal Congressmen because to them 
Vfce President Splro Agnew wasn't an 
acceptable alternative. 


Even as evidence emerged that Nixon 


might be Involved In a criminal obstruc- 


tion of justice on the Watergate cover-up, 
most liberals shied away from Impeach- 
ment talk. 


In late July and early August, when 


the televised Watergate hearings had 
brought the public interest in Nixon's 
role to a fever pitch, the emergence of 
Vice President Agnew's Income tax prob-. 
lems created a situation In which Agnew 
became even less acceptable as an al- 
ternative. 


For two months, Agnew's problems not 


only made him an unacceptable alterna- 
tive, but confused the whole Impeach- 
ment picture and kept the spotlight off 
President Nixon. Right up to his sudden 
resignation and conviction on tax evasion 
on Oct. 10, Agnew kept the spotlight with 
belligerent efforts to take his case to the 


people and pledges that he was "a fight- 
er" and would "never resign." 


Since Agnew bowed out, there has been 


no practical alternative despite the pub- 
lic controversy over the firing of Special 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox and the'reve- 
lations of the miscellaneous technical dif- 
ficulties with the White House tapes. 


With Agnew gone, the next man in line 


for the presidency is House Speaker Carl 
Albert, D-Okla., and his colleagues are 
aware of personal problems that have In- 
terfered with his effectiveness' as a 
House speaker. 
' • 


In addition, Albert has made it clear 


he does not want the presidency and the 
Democrats have been unable to come up 
with their own practical compromise. 


Since mid-October, the various mem-

bers of the House and Senate have been 
reviewing Ford's public record and his 
personal financial record. They have 
unearthed no fatal flaw In either. 
' Even though many Democrats as well 
-as Republicans disagree with Ford's con- 
servative voting record, most respect his 
right to those political differences. They 
also like his honesty. 


Seldom has a political figure's personal 


and political financial record been 
combed so thoroughly. When the Con- 
gress puts its stamp of approval on Ger- 
ald Ford for the vice presidency, It will 
be with full knowledge that he could suc- 
ceed to the White House within a few 
months. 


The impeachment Investigation / Is al- 


ready under way in the same House 
Judiciary Committee that voted its ap- 
proval of Ford after a questioning ses- 
sion that included many frank comments 
that the questioners expect Ford to suc- 
ceed to the presidency.

a prinra fade case of obstruction of jus- 
tice exists against the President. This 
case can only be overcome by the most 
convincing evidence that Nixon was mis-

Few of Ford's questioners were as 


blunt as Hep. George F. Danielson, 
D-Calif., who commented that be expects 
Ford to be president within a year. But 
this was what others were saying pri- 
vately and what many were indicating 
with their questions. 


Nixon's frantic scrambling for public 


approval and credibility is the best in- 
dicator of how precarious be feels his po- 
sition is. As an experienced politician, 
Mr. Nixon must know that a new peril 
point will be reached when the amiable 
old pro, Gerry Ford, becomes an accept- 
able alternative and the Congress pre- 
pares to face the voters for the 1974 elec- 
tions.

WASHINGTON - Each year about this 


time of year, there is an episode In the 
"Peanuts" comic strip in which Lucy of- 
fers to hold a football for Charlie Brown 
to placekick. Every 'year, Lucy pulls 
away the ball at the last second and 
Charlie ends up flat on his back, stunned 
by the perfidy of it all. 


Last spring, when President Nixon 


needed any support he could get to 
counteract the first wave of Watergate 
cofer-up disclosures, the Republican Gov- 
ernors Association adopted a resolution 
saying "We believe the President" 


Summer and autumn followed and the 


Watergate bombshells continued to drop. 
At a time when the House was gearing 
up for a pre-lmpeachment investigation 
and a number of people, including a Re- 
publican senator, were calling on the 


i President to resign, the GOP governors 
;• met again In Memphis, Tenn. 


On Nov. IB, the day before Nixon was 


to fly to the conference to speak to them 
about Watergate, the governors adopted 
another resolution saying, "We applaud 
the determination of the President to 
mako full disclosure to the public con- 
cerning Watergate and we look forward 
to his visit to this conference tomorrow 
as part of that effort." 


Nixon went to Memphis and told the 


governors he knew of no more "bombs" 
awaiting disclosure In the Watergate 
case and that the subpoenaed White 
House tapes were — in the words of Gov. 


James Holshouser of North Carolina — 
"there in audible language." 


The day after his speech, Nixon's at- 


torney told Judge John Sirica in Wash- 
ington that an 18-minute portion of one 
subpoenaed tape carried only a "tone" 
Instead of a conversation between Nixon

and H. R. Haldeman. As the story devel- 
oped, the gap was explained as an acci- 
dent that occurred when Rose Mary 
Woods, "Nixon's secretary, was trans- 
cribing the tape on Oct. 1. 


She said the President, whom she told 


of the accidental erasure, reassured her 
that the tape was not one of the subpoe- 
naed recordings, and that It was not until 
Nov. 14 that It was determined to be in 
that category. 


When the President spoke to the gover- 


nors on Nov. 20, according to the gover- 
nors, he said some of the controversial 
tapes had to be listened to with an ear- 


phone. But in Holshouser's words'- "He 
did reemphasize, and I think it was very 
Important, that the key tapes for the key 
dates are there hi audible language." 


Most of the governors left Memphis 


praising Nixon for his candor. 


Even putting the best face on what 


happened, the President humiliated those 
governors who gleefully proclaimed after 
their meeting with him that the worst of 
Watergate was over and that their leader 
was on the offensive with the facts to 
restore his credibility. 


It does not pay to make a governor 


look bad. Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York led Gov. Spiro T. Agnew of 
Maryland down the garden path in 1963 
about Rockefeller's plans to seek the 
presidential nomination, Agnew respond- 
ed by defecting to Nixon and becoming 
his running mate. 


One of the reasons that many members 


of Congress, especially in the House, are 
reluctant to even consider Impeachment 
Is that they are not sure the folks back 
home are behind them. This, of course, 
Is especially true of Republican con- 
gressmen. 


Governors as a group are not a big 


force In national politics. But most of 
them wield a lot of clout in the affairs of 
their state parties, which In turn keep 
close touch with their congressional dele- 
gations. 


One of these days, Charlie Brown may 


kick a field goal. And it may be Lucy 
who goes soaring through the goal posts.

History needs your help 
Sees unemployment peril 


Too litUo is left behind of the his- 


tory of the Northwest suburbs. 


Too often we've used the bull* 


dozer to plow away the physical 
evidence of what our rural society 
was before the subdivisions and the 
developers turned the farms into a 
suburban area. 


Too often we've been unable to 


prevent such wholesale destruc- 
tion. Now, however, there's a con- 
crete example of how we can act 
to protect a small but significant 
portion of our heritage. 


In Long Grove, located north of 


Buffalo Grove, there's a 127-year- 
old 'New England meeting-house" 
style church — the Long Grove 
Church — which needs the kind of 
generous help that only concerned 
and history-conscious local resi- 
dents can provide. 


This church, which was built in 


the year of the California gold rush 
and has survived up to the present 
day, needed a new roof In order to 
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remain a functioning church. The 
cost of that roof was $7,000. 


Already, some initial work has 


begun to remove the rotted roof 
from the building, located on Long 
Grove Road near the antique-shop- 
lined business district of Long 
Grove. 


The congregation of the Long 


Grove Church began a vigorous 
fund drive. Church members sang 
carols In cooperation with local 
businesses to raise funds. A "Raise 
the Roof" party was held recently 
to seek support for the church. The 
congregation was not about to let 
its church fall to ruin; they worked 
hard to get the, $7,000. 


Yesterday, Michael Paull, min- 


ister of the Long Grove Church, 
reported that the $7,000 had been 
collected to repair the roof. He sug- 
gested that would-be donors should 
still contribute, for funds for main- 
tenance are always needed. 


There Is always a kind of urgen- 


cy about fund-raising to preserve 
something as important as a 125- 
year-old church, for suburban his- 
tory's never been a successful soli- 
citor of funds. Besides, this is the 
Christmas season, and in our infla- 
tion-plagued era, there were thlngt; 
more demanding than the roof of a 
127-year-old church. 


It Is for us a portion of our his- 


tory that will be seen by our chil- 
dren and their children, if we 
choose to support it. Once the 
church is gone, it cannot be re- 
placed, and we will forget, once 
again, a bit of, the progression 
which has preceded our settlement 
of this area. 


Call Rev. Paull at the church — 


the number is 634-3635 — and give 
to help maintain this unique North- 
west suburban building. To the 
open-hearted citizens 
of Long 


Grove and surrounding suburbs, 
we commend them for their gen- 
erosity. At least once we've pre- 
served a bit of history.

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1973 a 'breakthrough 
year' in atomic energy

NEW YORK-Thls has been the break- 


through year in nuclear energy potential 


Global gas and oil shortages that wor-' 


icned all year helped cause the break- 
through, but spokesmen for the electric 
ulllty Industry and mnnufactueres of nu- 
clear steam generators say other factors 
helped persuade Americans that atomic 
power Is the Inevitable solution to the na- 
tional energy problem. 


It has been a record year for the sale 


of nuclear equipment and nuclear fuel. 
This pickup actually began in 1972 after 
a five-year sales lag In new plants and 
delays In bringing plants under construc- 
tion into production. 


THERE WERE many reasons for the 


lag — opposition by environmental pres- 
sure groups, government restrictions and 
regulation and technical difficulties that 
prevented some atomic power 'plants 
from achieving expected levels of power 
output. 


Fourteen new nuclear reactors repre- 


senting 15,258 megawatts of power re- 
ceived permits from the Atomic Energy 
Commission, making 1973 I he Industry's 
peak year for new construction. 


"Nearly one-third of all the nuclear 


plants now operating began operating 
this year," says the Atomic Industry Fo- 
rum. 


As of mid-November there were 40 op- 


erating nuclear power plants in the 
United States producing 24,766 mega- 
watts. Fifty-eight more comprising 54,672 
megawatts were building and 109 repre- 
senting 118,992 megawatts were on firm 
or "letter of Intent" orders. 


PREDICTIONS THAT 1974 and 1975 


will be as good or better came from the 
five companies making most of the 
equipment: Wcstlnghouso Electric Corp. 
and General Electric Co., which make 
both electric generators and nuclear 
steam generators, Combuatlon Engineer- 
ing Corp. of Stamford, Conn., and Bab- 
cock & Wilcox, Inc., of New York, which 
build nuclear reactors and both nuclear- 
fired and oil or coal fired steam boilers; 
and Gulf General Atomics of San Diego, 
a nuclear specialty firm. 


In addition to the booming sales of re- 


actors, steam boilers and turbine gener- 
ators, the sale of nuclear fuel picked up 
so sharply this year it was predicted a 
current surplus of enriched uranium may 
turn into a shortage before the decade 
ends. 


The opposition to expansion of nuclear 


energy only cased, it did not collapse. 
For example, Crusader Ralph Nader and 
n Boston group called the Union of Con- 
cerned Scientists severely condemned an 
appeal by President Nixon for on-In- 
crease In nuclear power. Nader called 
any step-up in nuclear production "utter 
folly," saying the Inherent dangers In all 
nuclear processes have not been over- 
come. Ho went so far as to predict that 
within five years America will call a 
complete halt to expansion of nuclear 
power output.

Concerned Scientists drew vigorous and 
rebuking replies from the Atomic Energy 
Commission, the Atomic Industry Forum 
and companies in the Industry. They said 
Nader and the scientists based their at- 
tacks on outdated data.

Gulf General Atomic said it took no 


orders this year for reactors but com-

The rest of the world lags behind the 


United States in building nuclear power 
plants but is moving along. 


In answering Nader and Concerned 


Scientists, President Carl Walske of the 
Atomic Industry Forum predicted that, 
within the next 10 years, one third of the 
electric power generated In the United 
States will result from nuclear reactor 
powered steam generators. He said no

beer from the corner bar. they were con- 
tent, their stomachs full of cabbage- 
stuffed pierogl and fresh-baked babka, a 
day of hard work behind them. They 
were factory workers but their sons 
would be doctors, lawyers, teachers and 
priests. 


"Dzlen dobre. Jak sie masz," they 


called to each other. 


This was Bucktown, the neighborhoods 


clustered together on the Northwest side 
of the city, the Little Poland of Chicago 
where only a few decades ago Polish im- 
migrants tried to protect their culture 
from the meling pot. It was the section of 
town where all the kids went to Catholic 
schools and when somebody asked where 
you lived, you didn't say Beldeh Avenue, 
you said St. Hedwlg's. 


THE NEIGHBORHOOD has changed a 


lot since then, the Poles moving out as 
the blacks, Puerto RIcans and Latinos 
moved in. And the culture has been split 
by generations, the children and grand- 
children of first generation Polish-Ameri- 
cans taking some of It with them, leaving 
most of it behind. Few people speak Pol- 
ish at home anymore or celebrate saint 
days Instead of birthdays. They have 
been Americanized. 


But there is one man who is doing 


something to keep Poland alive In the 
minds of children in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. His name Is Stanley Wielgos. Al- 
though he has spent most of his life in 
the United States, he says simply, "I am 
a Pole." 


On Saturdays from noon to 3,p.m. at 


Trinity United Methodist Church in 
Mount Prospect, Wielgos teaches 32 stu- 
dents that "dzlen dobre" means good 
day and "jak sie masz" Is Polish for 
"how are you?" Once they master that, 
they go on to reading, writing and speak- 
ing Polish and learning about the coun- 
try's history, geography and culture. 


THE TEXTBOOKS are imported from 


Poland and as little English as possible 
is spoken in the classroom. His students 
are sons and daughters of Polish fami- 
lies, usually the first generation to come 
to the United States. Their parents want 
their children to become acquainted with 
the culture and learn the language. Some 
of them, like Wielgos the son of Polish 
parents, still speak It In their suburban 
homes. 


"Some of my students just want to 


learn what their parents are saying at 
home," says Wielgos with a smile, but hi 
the next breath admits some of his stu- 
dents are reluctant to learn what their 
parents want them to. Still, they are 
well behaved when they walk into his 
classroom. That's the Polish way, he 
says. Teachers are respected and rule 
with an iron hand. 


If you ask him why he spends his free 


time on weekends teaching Polish (after 
five days of teaching mathematics at a 
Chicago high school), Wielgos says it's 
"because someone wants to learn it" 
But it must be more than that. He makes 
no money for himself, charging only $5 a 
month per child for tuition which he says 
is just enough to cover his costs. 


The truth is, he loves Poland and Its 


people. 


"POLISH PEOPLE are somber and 


not as open as the English-speaking 
people," he said. "They are thoughtful

and think twice before they say anything. 
They are more philosophical and live a 
slower-paced life." 


Wielgos fits his own description well. 


It's difficult to get him to open up, to 
talk about himself or even about his 
classes. Although he spent only six years 
of his childhood in Poland, he considers 
the country his homeland. He has a 
dream that someday a Polish cultural 
center could be built In the suburbs. 


"There could be a church mass at one 


of the Catholic churches followed by a 
two-hour class and two-hour Scout meet- 
ings and perhaps even social meetings 
for the parents while the children are 
busy with their lessons," he said. "But 
we are still waiting for people to gener- 
ate such an enthusiasm." 


If that never happens, Wielgos, now a 


Bloomingdale resident, still has retire- 
ment to look forward to and plans to 
move to Poland. "Polish is a whole life 
almost," he said. "I love the country."

A new plan to finance education at Sa- 


cred Heart of Mary High School will be 
presented to parents at a meeting to- 
day In the school, 2800 Central Road, 
Rolling Meadows.

WASHINGTON — Fears that the con- 


troversy over the Watergate tapes mlijht 
hurt America's image abroad now have 
been largely dispelled. 


The concern stemmed primarily from 


the failure of recording equipment In 
President Nixon's office to catch certain 
conversations, plus the poor quality of 
the tapes made when the machine was 
working. 


It appeared these flaws would give oth- 


er countries a bad Impression of U.S. 
electronic know-how and hurt our over- 
seas markets. 


But fortunately It turned out that the 


White House was using Japanese equip- 
ment. 


ONE CAN IMAGINE what a flap that 


revelation must have caused in Japan,' 
whose economy is heavily dependent on 
electronic exports. 


Let us look in on an emergency meet- 


Ing of Japanese government and busi- 
ness leaders: 


"It is bad enough having Arab'oil pro- 


ducers take over our foreign 'policy," 
laments a trade official. "And now this " 


"Why? Why? Why us?" moans a solid 


state eight-track stereo tape recorder 
manufacturer, rolling his eyes heaven- 
ward. "Why couldn't they have used 
West German equipment?" 


"I GUESS they still haven't forgiven 


us for Pearl Harbor,", a representative of 
the Japanese foreign office suggests. 


"Well, the damage is done," says a

enough to cut our sales in the Western

But it's bad because en- 
lightened advertisers who are identified' 
with certain shows have the power to tell 
meddling network executives to go fly a 
kite. 


Certain sponsors, usually enlightened 


ones, maintain a close identification with 
the network programs they back entirely 
on their own. /The Hallmark firm, of 
course, is one. Its periodic series of NBC- 
TV specials, the "Hallmark Hall.of 
Fame," has distinguished itsslf for 
years,-and done the firm'nothing but 
good. 


EVERY SO OFTEN, an advertiser that 


backs a show fully will also do Itself — 
and the public — some good by taking a 
particularly enlightened attitude in its 
style and restraint in the use of com- 
mercials. 


For example, when ABC-TV's new pro- 


duction of Tennessee Williams' "The 
Glass Menagerie" is presented Dec. 16 
with Katharine Hepburn, the sponsoring 
IBM Corp. will, according to the net- 
work, Interrupt it "only once for com- 
mercials." 


The Xerox Corp. and its' honored 


"America" series Is an example of its 
taste and discernment in programming. 


And on Jan. 3, Xerox will be the sole 


sponsor of an hour NBC-TV documentary 
about the high cost of college education.

Decorate your home 


the natural way

All that glitters In your house this holi- 


day season need not be gold. It needn't 
even bo expensive or consume precious 
energy. Alt that's needed Is a gold mine 
of creative do-it-yourself trimmings to 
fill your home with all the traditional 
charm of Christmas. 


Pine cones, a Styrofoaro wreath base, 


wire and Elmer's glue arc the beginnings 
of a wide variety of holiday wreaths. 
Nuts, acorns and dried usage orange 
slices make interesting additions to basic 
pino cone wreaths, according to Mrs. 
Emil Walker of Woodstock. 


Mrs. Walker, an accredited flower 


show judge, believes that holiday decora- 
tions should consist of primarily natural 
materials. "There Is really no justifica- 
tion for artificial materials," she told 
members of the Mount Prospect Garden 
Club at a demonstration on wreath mak- 
ing. 


THE OVEN is the best place to dry the 


wreath makings — pine cones, gourds, 
artichoke slices, nuts and osage oranges, 
iho advised. An overnight stay In a 
warm oven will preserve the natural ma- 
terials and also eliminate any chance of 
insects popping up later. Once properly 
dried and affixed to the wreath base 
these decorations will last for years. 


Mrs. Walker suggests covering the Sty- 


rofoam base with floral tape to decrease 
slipping. She also suggests that the pino 
cones bo both wired and glued to the 
base for a more durable wreath. Nuts 
and acorns need to hove holes drilled 
Into one end before they con be fastened 
to the wreath. To attach them, dip both 
ends of a No. 18 wire into glue. One 
glued end is Inserted Into the nut or 
acorn, the other positioned and attached 
securely to the wreath. 


A clear acrylic spray will add high- 


lights and also preserve the completed 
decorations, said Mrs. Walker. 


BITTERSWEET and peony pods can 


also be added to various flower arrange- 
ments and holiday wreaths. Mrs. Walker 
feels that straw flowers need not be ex- 
pensive and suggests scouting a country 
road or your own back yard for dried 
flowers and weeds. 


An Interesting texture on a plain bottle 


can be achieved by adding a liberal sup-, 
ply of glue and rolling It In crushed egg 
shells. "Frost" the egg shells with gold 
spray paint and you have a vase for 
those roadside dried flowers. 


Those with a true sense of artistic nd- 


\cnturc might want to attempt the more 
delicate task of making an oak leaf

wreath. Hundreds of colorful dried 
laves are attached to a Styrafoam 
wreath base with fern pins (every florist 
has them) creating a unique wreath. 
This handsome one might not even need 
a bright bow. 


IF YOU HAVE a table In the entry- 


way, clear it and arrange a cluster of 
scented candles. The candlesticks 
needn't match. Mix crystal with silver, 
brass with old wood or pewter. Actually, 
the more variety, the more interesting 
the arrangement. However, a dominant 
color adds continuity throughout the 
rooms of the house. 


Your holiday trimmings need not be 


elaborate or require a lot of tedious 
work. Many of the simplest decorations 
arc the most attractive. 


Baskets brimming with dried fruits, • 


nuts and raisins, cachepots made of can- 
dy canes and heaped with holly, or an 
old pewter platter plied high with shiny 
red apples will be lovely. 


Christmas bygones can be recycled if 


you have ingenuity. Re-use parts of tired 
arrangements to create new pieces for 
dazzling holiday effects. 


A COLLECTION of pine cones, some 


glittery baubles, a perky bow and assort- 
ment of outsized candles grouped togeth- 
er moke an attractive table arrange- 
ment. Or toss colored Christmas balls 
into a large brandy snifter. 


A dramatic backdrop to a buffet table 


can be made using a candelabrum. Holi- 
day bayberry candles, fragrant pine 
boughs and Christmasy wired beads turn 
a simple candelabrum Into a festive dec- 
oration. And no one will care that it 
took only minutes to assemble. 


One of the great imponderables of any 


holiday season is what to do with Christ- 
mas cards. Disregard the hundreds of 
run-of-the-mill cards you've 
stashed 


away and center on the extra special 
ones for decorations. The cards you can't 
bear to throw away deserve special 
trcatmi'if. 


IN L^ERY season's crop there arc a 


few cards that are truly miniature works 
of art. These need only small frames and 
gallery display space. 


To double the enjoyment, cut the card 


at the fold line and turn the inside mes- 
sage section back to back with the front 
design. Then make a sandwich out of the 
card with two pieces of glass. 


Framing can be a custom job or one 


you do yourself with picture molding. 
Frame pieces can be cut and assembled 
around the glass for a permanent frame. 
If you're less clever, make two separate 
frames with flat backs and glue the back 
sides together. When the double-sided 
framed cards are ready, use small screw 
ey2s on the top and bottom surfaces and 
string them up with picture wire to make 
an interesting mobile. 
| 


CHRISTMAS CARDS, prints or calen- 


dar pages can also gain immortality'by 
converting them into a tabletop accesso- 
ry that doubles as a puzzle. What you're 
actually making is a contemporary ver- 
sion of the ancient 
Metamorphosis 


blocks. When you strip away, the fancy 


name, what it means is a group of 
square wooden blocks with a print glued 
to each of the six sides. 


You can cut your own blocks in the 


workshop,'or buy smooth-sided building 
blocks in the toy department. With spray 
cement, attach the print to the blocks, 
one surface at a time. When dry, sepa- 
rate the blocks with a knife. Spray each 
surface with clear varnish. 


Gay holiday baskets can also be mafie 


from Christmas cards.' Cut an octagon 
base from two large cards and a piece of 
sturdy cardboard. Then cut 16 cards to 
attach to each side of the octagon. Sand- 
wich a piece of cardboard between each 
two cards, picture side out. These cards 
are then fastened to the base using red 
string and a blanket stitch. 


THERE'S HARDLY a craft that Mrs. 


Gil Newman of Des Flames hasn't at- 
tempted — and met with excellent re- 
sults. 


Her latest venture has been into the 


traditional baker's art or bread dough 
art. Adaptations of almost any of the ce- 
ramic Christmas decorations can be 
made with the baker's dough so there's 
no limit to the ideas in this case. 


Mrs. Newman uses four cups flour, one 


cup salt and about one and three-fourths 
cups water to form a stiff dough. After 
about 10 minutes of kneading this dough 
can be molded Into any freehand shape 
or be cut out with cookie cutters. 


To color the dough liquid vegetable 


dyes can be added to the water or if you 
want to use a powdered dye, add it to the 
flour and salt before mixing. 


VARIOUS EFFECTS can be achieved 


with different glazes. Mrs. Newman's fa- 
vorite Is canned milk, but egg yolk can 
be used for a darker glaze and may- 
onnaise for a lighter effect. 


Baking time varies depending on the 


thickness of the pieces. Although one 
hour in a 300-degree oven will usually 
suffice for the thinner pieces, it could 
take longer. 


"The dough has to be hard and dry," 


said Mrs. Newman. "There should be ab- 
•solutely no more give to it." 


Costume jewels, beads, sequins, pasta 


or just about anything can be embedded 
Into the bread dough designs before bak- 
,mg to achieve a more festive effect. 


MRS. 
NEWMAN recommends "Too 


Good to Eat — The Art of Dough Sculp- 
ture" by Karen Mergeler as a good basic 
book for beginners. The book, available, 
at most hobby and craft stores, .contains 
the history and detailed directions for 
bread dough sculpture.

Old magazines can also provide the 


'basis for simple holiday decorations, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Newman.

Sexist Santas

Toys aro Joys — or should bo for the 


youngster who receives them. But they 
aro also vital learning tools, and do 
much to Inculcate social values. Chil- 
dren, one authority estimates, spend 
more than 10,000 hours at play before 
they enter first grade. 


That's why Jt's so Important that you 


choose toys with care when you're play- 
Ing Santa this holiday season. 


A few years ago, the big campaign was 


on for banning toys that teach violence. 
Then there was a tremendous (and 
much-needed) drive to improve toy safe- 
ty. (And, while the Toy Safety Act of 1070 
did much to Improve toy safety, it's still 
your responsibility to consider safety 
when you chooso a toy.) 


Currently, major emphasis is being 


given to sexism In toys. Toys, we're told, 
are prime factors In socialization to sex 
roles, and their Influence Is both exten- 
sive and long-lasting. 


"CHILD'S PLAY," It seems, Is really 


"role play," In that the toys you give 
children today Influence their concepts of 
tho roles they will play, or might play, as 
adults. 


And, If that sounds complicated, take a 


few minutes to look around you and con- 
sider the next time you're In a toy de- 
partment 


Toys for youngsters up to tho age of 


two years are generally non-sexist; the 
same blocks, stuffed animals and such 
ore offered for both boys and girls. But 
tho older the child, the more differ- 
entiation there is apt to be between male 
and femalo sex-appropriate toys. 


Costumes and dress-up clothes are 


good examples. Boys' costumes tend to 
cast their recipients In such exciting 
roles as Indian chiefs and astronauts. 
Girls' costumes, on tho other hand, pro- 
ject such passive roles as nurse, bride, 
ballerina or princess. 


ELSEWHERE, "FEMININE" toys are 


generally simpler and moro passive. 
"Masculine" toys tend to be moro var- 
ied, expensive, complex and active. Ex- 
pensive speedways, gas-powered planes 


and complicated building sets are adver- 
tised for boys. Microscopes, doctor kits 
and scientific toys are marketed almost 
exclusively to boys. Less expensive toys 
and easier craft kits are marketed to 
girls. 


It's not, of course, that there's any law 


that says you have to buy certain toys 
for boys and others for girls. The sugges- 
tions come primarily in the ways that 
toys which are sexually anonymous In 
themselves are marketed, advertised, 
promoted and packaged. 


Toy packaging is receiving Increased 


emphasis this season and Is one of your 
best guides for consciousness-raising as 
to sexist toys. 


Chemistry sets, for Instance, tend to 


picture only boys on the boxtop. 


Only boys are usually shown on pack- 


ages for sporting equipment, such as 
fishing rods and baseball bats, or even 
croquet and archery sets. 


With few exceptions, craft kits and art 


supplies tend to be advertised with pic- 
tures of girls only or of children of both 
sexes. 


EVEN THOSE PRODUCTS that fea- 


ture boys and girls on the package usual- 
ly show the boy as an active participant, 
while the girl looks on passively. In 
games advertised as family activities, 
it's generally dad who's making his 
move on the boxtop while Good Old 
Mom, if she's present at all, patiently 
waits her turn. 


Is all this so important? Does it really 


matter? The decision is yours. Certainly, 
little girls like to play with dolls and 
dishes, and should; little boys like cars 
and trucks, and should.

The main thing is, you should be aware 


that toys con be sexist Too often, toys 
reinforce and help perpetuate a double 
standard of achievement and ambition 
for the children who will be the adults of 
tomorrow. Giving the subject some 
thought and carefully examining the 
package can help you decide whether the 
particular toy you're buying to give a 
child you love supports a value system of 
which you can approve.

Cheese hors d'oeuvres are 
frozen, baked when needed 


This is the time of year when parties 


multiply and one starts seeking "new" 
recipes for bora d'oeuvres. Here is a 
cheese tidbit that comes out looking like 
a small rounded cookie, and Mrs. Joseph 
Bellinger was kind enough to provide the 
recipe. This amount makes five dozen. 
Start off with 60 stuffed olives, well 
drained. Then blend two cups of grated 
sharp cheddar with one-half cup of but- 
ter; add one cup of flour, sifted with one- 
half teaspoon of salt and one teaspoon of 
paprika. This results In a stiff dough. 
Pinch off a small amount and flatten In 
palm of the hand and wrap it around the 
olive. Freeze. Do not thaw before baking 
but, when the right tyme comes, bake in 
a preheated 400-degree oven for 15 min- 
utes. 


Dear Dorothy: Hope you can help with

HOLLYWOOD - It's a crime. 
What's a crime? Why, the fact that

Weather still 
a problem for 
state hunters 
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Although there was a slight cold snap 


In the far north laic last week, It was 
still not enough to drive the stubbornest 
of the migrating ducks into Illinois duck 
hunters' range. 


A thin coating of Ice appeared on many 


lakes In the northwest region of Wiscon- 
sin, but the only snow that fell was too 
light, too wet or man-made. All except 
the latter was melting as it hit. 


The weekend bluebird weather In 


northern and central Illinois was just 
right for the procrastinating home fixer- 
upper, a last opportunity to get the storm 
windows up and the late leaves raked. 
But It didn't do a thing for the water- 
fowlers or (he pheasant hunters, except 
to make their blrdlcss days at least com* 
fortnble. 


The geese, which have long since made 


their way into dowiutato Illinois refuges, 
are about the best bet for successful gun- 
ning now that the duck season is closed. 
Weekend hunters reported from blinds 
throughout the state that the ducks just 
weren't flying — no kind, no way. 


The public and private goose pit* In 


Little Egypt, however, were full of hunt- 
ers, mo»t of whom managed to down a 
goose during their day. 


Other good season-ending shooting was 


on the Mississippi River, where the cen- 
tral flyway ducks from central Canada 
and Minnesota mode hunting excellent. 
There too, though, the weather, while 
colder, was still reported to be mild 
enough for comfortable, shirt-sleeves 
shooting. 


The successful pheasant hunters were 


those who joined the last few days of 
hunting In the Chain of Lakes State 
Park. That season ended Sunday, with 
nearly every hunter taking a bird. (AS 
usual, tho unsuccessful ones were tho 
noisiest, tho worst shots and, almost 
unanimously, without an experienced 
dog.) 


A number of hunters reported that they 


took advantage of the late season 
warmth for a last crack at Wisconsin 
walleyo and northern plko fishing. 


One group retrrntd from Mcnomlnee, 


\VU., where on a three day weekend they 
(uccenfully hunted for ruffed grouse and 
pheasant and flihed the Chlppcwa Illvcr 
for walleye*. 


Tho pheasant season ends in southern 


Wisconsin on Dec. 0, with plenty of birds 
reported stUl in the fields, but a good dog

Wondering what the far north ski re- 


sorts are going to do about the fuel short- 
age, we phoned a personal favorite, Tele- 
mark in Cable, Wls., north of Hayward. 
Tclcmark is about eight hours, driving at 
50 miles per hour, from the Chicago 
area. Or about one and one third tanks of 
gas, depending, naturally, on what 
you're driving. 


Tclcmnrk's Fred Goold reported that it 


was snowing off and on, temperatures 
were ranging very near freezing during 
tho day and below freezing at night, 
when they make snow. "By this week- 
end," he reported, "we'll have Exhibi- 
tion run (on advanced 
intermediate 


slope) and Valhalla (intermediate and 
beginner) open for skiing with two chair 
lifts running."

try skiing. Unlqui) among the far north 
§kl hills, Telcmark has five cross country 
trails, ranging In length from one to IS 
kilometers (a kilometer Is about .6 of a 
mile), and some of the busiest people at 
the lodge are the ones who outfit.and 
teach cross country. 


Another reason that must bo contrib- 


uting to the popularity of cross country 
skiing Is the relatively inexpensive entry 
Into the sport. In most cases you don't 
have to buy a lift ticket, depending on 
where you ski. And your equipment, be- 
sides clothing, can be bought for under 
$100. (As compared with $400 and up for 
alpine equipment.)

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Major oil companies canceling plans for new stations 


by JOB SWICKARD 


Some large oil companies have virtual- 


ly eliminated plans for new service sta- 
tions because of the petroleum shortage 
and industry spokesmen predict service 
stations with marginal profits will be 
closed down.

crude oil. "Generators along the East 
Coast, for example, rely mainly on oil 
for electricity," said Stephens. "Fifty 
per cent of which Is Imported," he 
added. 


The Northwast suburban area, how- 


ever, has a minimal reliance on oil for 
electricity, according to Stephens. "Our 
projections for 1974 estimate our power 
source will be 35 per cent nuclear, 65 per 
cent coal, with the rest coming from oil 
and natural gas," said Stephens. 


Oil consumed during the year Is main- 


ly used in the summer, according to 
Stephens, to provide additional power on 
extremely hot or "peak" days when air 
conditioner use Is at its highest. The oil- 
powered generators, which are available 
on a moment's notice, are also used oc- 
casionally during the winter, when an 
emergency closes down a generator for a 
period of time and additional power is 
needed temporarily. 


WHAT SORT OF crisis would result if

THE LIFESAVING equipment Includes 


a device used to treat accident and heart 
attack victims as well as a commu- 
nications system whereby paramedics 
keep in constant contact with doctors at 
Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Three ambulances would need to be 


outfitted with such equipment at a cost 
of about $24,000. 


A minimum of firefighters would have 


to receive 180 hours of basic and ad- 
vanced training to maintain the program 
at the three city fire stations on a 24-hour 
basis. 


ADDITIONAL DEPARTMENT man- 


power requests for next year include sev- 
en new firemen and four full time alarm 
board operators.

Consumer groups to protest 
Citizens Utility seeks rate hike OK 


Officials of Citizens Utilities Co., which, 


provides sewer and water service to 
nearly 3,000 households In the Mount 
Prospect-Dcs Plalncs area, told the Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission yesterday 
that they must be granted a rate'in- 
crease to avoid operating at a loss. 


Extensive figures prepared by the 


company Indicate no profit could be 
made In 1974 if the present rate schedule 


remains in effect. 


If the ICC concurs with the higher 


schedule sought by the firm, a potential 
$419,600 deficit next year could be turned 
into a $597,900 profit, according to the 
company. 


Citizens Utilities submitted a Itt-lnch- 


high stack of written testimony, in- 
cluding numerous statistical tables de- 
tailing the company's financial status, in 


an effort to back up its claim that a rate 
increase Is necessary. 


The proposed Increase is being con- 


tested by the company's customers, in- 
cluding 2,350 households in the New 
Town section of Mount Prospect. An ad- 
ditional 500 homes in the Waycinden 
Park and Pleasant Manor subdivisions 
near Des Plaines are also served by the 
company. 


Counsel for teachers,/board in peace parley 


Attorneys for the Dlst. 207 School 


board and tho Maine Township teachers' 
organization met In judge's chambers 
yesterday in a prctrlal effort to resolve 
the dispute between the board and teach- 
ers. 


Dewane Barnes, president of the Maine 


Teachers' Association, said attorneys for 
both sides met In the chambers of Judge 
Emmett Morrlssey of the Illinois Circuit 
Court 


"Our attorney Is hopeful that through 


the good office of Judge Morrissey, the 
board and teachers will be able to return 


to the bargaining table and resume nego- 
tiation where we left off last June," 
Barnes said. 


The board canceled negotiations with 


teachers last June, saying teachers had 
broken the terms of the professional ne- 
gotiation agreement. The MTA filed a 
lawsuit charging the board acted Illegal- 
ly when it broke off talks. 


The board later filed a countersult stat- 


ing the MTA broke the agreement by re- 
leasing Information on salary negotia- 
tions. 


Barnes said that the attorneys will 


meet again with Judge Morrlssey on Jan. 
18. 


"I don't think a protracted legal suit is 


in the best Interests of either party," 
Barnes said. ."It certainly isn't in the 
best Interests of the Maine High School 
students." 


A three-member board committee has 


been meeting with teacher representa- 
tives since October to "re-establish lines 
of communication" with teachers. 


Board member John Means said the 


meetings have given "both sides a 
chance to express their opinions." 


DUANE A. FEURER. a Chicago attor- 


ney, was on hand to represent the Mount 
Prospect users of Citizens Utilities ser- 
vice. In addition, Marie L. Caylor, chair- 
man of the Northwest Suburban Council 
of Associations, which includes New 
Town area homeowners groups,'and Don- 
ald Dvorak and Al Barry, officers in the 
Waycinden Park Homeowners Associ- 
ation, were present.

Jack 0. Sanders, vice president of Citi- 


zens, said In his prepared testimony that 
the rate hike Is needed to combat in- 
creased expenses in employes*' wages, in- 
surance and tax payments, and plant ex- 
pansions. 


The last general rate increase by the 


utility company was in 1964. 


The North Suburban Association for 


Health Resources (NSAHR) recently 
agreed on a plan to coordinate the use of 
paramedic communications equipment, 
according to Dr. Robert Anzinger, direc- 
tor of emergency services at Lutheran

NSAHR is a confederation of 13 area

Stephens, to provide additional power on 
extremely hot or "peak" days when air 
conditioner use is at its highest. The oil- 
powered generators, which are available 
on a moment's notice, are also used oc- 
casionally during the winter, when an 
emergency closes down a generator for a 
period of time and additional power is' 
needed temporarily. 


WHAT SORT OF crisis would result if 


all oil supplies were shut off to the Mid-- 
west? 


Probably nothing. "If oil is shut off en- 


tirely, we'd have several alternatives," 
said Stephens. "We have ties to five Mid- • 
west state utilities which can supply us • 
with additional power." 


WHY HASN'T Commonwealth Edison 


encouraged Christmas lights before this 
in light of all the cries to conserve ener- 
gy? 


"We were not In a position ... to say 


anything," said Stephens. "We're not a 
governmental agency.- We can't dictate 
to a customer what to do," said Step- 
hens. 
. Stephens explained that the Midwest Is • 
in a somewhat unique situation in re- 
gards to its source of power. "Right now, 
we rely on 30 per cent nuclear power, 
with another atomic generator scheduled 
for completion at Zion, 111. by the end of 
the year," said Stephens. "The national 
average for use of nuclear power is 5 per 
cent, though," Stephens said. 


THE MIDWEST IS also aided by the 


fact that coal is most plentiful in this 
area. "We have generating stations right. 
on top of coal mines in some places,", 
said Stephens. "There's no cost Javolved. 
for transporting it to the generators," 
Stephens added. 


"Commonwealth Edison here began 


developing plans for the nuclear gener- 
ators some 20 years ago and foresaw a 
shortage of natural gas and petroleum 
products," said Stephens. 


Commonwealth Edison is part of a na- 


tional grid system, according to Bart J. 
McGarry, assistant director, office of 
Energy Conservation in Washington, 
D.C. The Midwest company can feed 
energy to Canada or another part of the 
country facing a power shortage, he said. 


McGARRY SAID IF Edison conserved 


its energy it would have a potential to 
feed supply to the east coast and other 
areas where shortages exist.

ing a brownout and Edison didn't have 
energy to give, the situation would be 
deplorable, he said.

Most service station plans shelved

Some large oil companies have virtual- 


ly eliminated plans for new service sta- 
tions because of the petroleum shortage 
and industry spokesmen predict service 
stations with marginal profits will be 
closed down.' 


Those stations that remain in operation 


during the crisis might experience an up- 
grading in services and appearances, the 
companies said. 


Richard Koeller, of Atlantic Richfield 


Oil, told the Rolling Meadows rezonlng 
board last week development of a new 
service station there might be delayed 
"three months to three years."- He said 
over the last several months, (he com- 
pany has curtailed its expansion Into new 
operators. 


JOHN E. HAMILTON, retail market- 


ing general-manager for Amoco Oil Co., 
said, "We have discontinued the con- 
struction of new facilities entirely." New 


stations would only spread existing gaso- 
line stocks thinner, he said and with lim: 
ited supply new stations would find it 
hard to survive. 


"A new account would have no chance 


to grow. Some existing, marginal ac- 
counts may also be eliminated. Others 
may have to go into other businesses," 
.Hamilton said. 


He added that Amoco Is looking toward 


the future in acquiring land for new sta- 
tions. He said although the outlook is 
generally dim for new stations some 
might be established In high volumn traf- 
fic areas. 


"We are still arranging for future 


sites, when the market settles down," he 
said, adding current planning foresees a 
tight market for the next two to five 
years. 


Hamilton said money which normally 


would be earmarked for new facilities 
will now go toward upgrading existing 
ones. 


"The opportunity to up-grade our sta- 


tions has been accelerated. They will be 
made more appealing. The image of our 
accounts is an important factor," he 
said. 


WILEY BRAGG, public affairs man- 


ager for Exxon, characterized his com- 
pany's current positions as "a holding 
pattern." 


"In the face of a situation of limited 


supplies, It's our position not to construct 
any new service stations. We are not 
seeking to build and we are not assuming 
an aggressive posture in acquiring new 
sites," Bragg said. 


He said he could not estimate how long 


the current tight market would last. 


"Everything is so fluid. The issues in- 


volved are beyond our control and be- 
yond the control of the United States," 
he said of the oil embargo by Arab 
states. 


The Mideast situation has rechanneled 


Exxon's capital improvement funds to- 
ward exploration for >iew oil fields. 


"BASICALLY WHAT you'd do is put 


your capital improvement funds where 
else they might be needed. Some might 
go toward up grading present operations. 
But, exploration and development are go- 
ing to need more funds," he said. 


He said present supplies are now being 


allocated "on an equal basis" but some 
stations may go under. "There are nor- 
mal reasons for taking stations out of the 
chain. Some are going to be eliminated 
from the chain. Road changes, for ex- 
ample, can make it not economically 
possible for some opeators to remain 
open."

Humble Oil, which markets Enco gaso- 
line In the Midwest. However, it is one of 
the few Exxon divisions not to have 
adopted the new corporate name.

Village board ivrapup 
Require sprinklers 
in public buildings 


Sprinkler systems now are required in major public build- 


ings in Hoffman Estates. 


The village board this week approved an ordinance amend- 


ing Its building to require fire suppression systems in build- 
ings ranging from stores, offices and manufacturing plants to 
apartment complexes. Exempted from the ordinance are 
schools, hospitals and day care centers. 


Trustee Diane Jensen questioned tho exemptions, saving 


she thought It would be particularly important to have (ire 
suppression equipment In day care schools, where large num- 
bers of preschool children arc grouped. In an emergency, the 
children would be easily frightened and adult supervisors 
could have difficulty evacuating them, Mrs. Jensen sug- 
gested. 


Deputy Fire Chief Edward Kalasa said tho day care centers 


are small buildings and are licensed by the state. He agreed 
to Investigate further the reason for the exemption. 


Kalasn also said sprinklers can bo more dangerous in some 


types of buildings than tho fire they arc designed to prevent 
Such a building might be a hospital, where a malfunction 
could cause serious complications for patients, he said. 


Schools are exempt from all village ordinances, and the 


village has no legal authority to require any safety measures 
In school buildings, said Kalasa.

The Illinois Appellate Court over- 


turned a lower court decision yesterday 
and in so doing gave Des Plaines another 
chance to renew arguments against the 
proposed Metropolitan Sanitary District 
plant at Elmhurst Road and Oakton 
Street. 


The court threw out a Cook County Cir- 


cuit Court decision that dismissed a suit 
filed by the city arguing that local regu- 
lations could be enforced against the con- 
struction of the controversial plant. 


Des Plaines Corporation Counsel Rob- 


ert DiLeonardi said the appellate court 
decision ordered the circuit to rehear the 
case. 


City officials argue the MSD plant 


would be a nuisance to nearby residen- 
tial areas. The battle already has been 
taken to the Illinois Supreme Court, with 
the MSD winning. Des Plaines, however, 
has reinstituted its lawsuit. 


DILEONARDI LAST month argued 


that the newly enacted home rule power 
provisions give the city authority to en- 
force its zoning ordinances In regards to 
the plant. 


The city began the legal battle over the 


135-acre sewage treatment plant and re- 
servoir In 1967. City officials have argued 
repeatedly that the plant should be relo- 
cated away from residential areas less 
than a block from the proposed site. 
While admitting the need for the facility, 
DCS Plaines officials have balked at the 
location. 


DiLeonardi contends the enactment of 


the home rule provisions offers a new 
legal point of view in the matter. He 
agreed yesterday that the appellate court 
apparently affirmed that position. 


The case now will be returned to the 


circuit court for a new trial. 


MSD officials stated that the homerule

Citizens Utility requests rate increase 


Officials of Citizens Utilities Co., which 


provides sewer and water service to 
nearly 3,000 households in the Mount 
Prospcct-Des Plaines area, told the Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission yesterday 
that they must be granted a rate In- 
crease to avoid operating at a loss. 


Extensive figures prepared by the 


company indicate no profit could be 
made In 1974 If the present rate schedule 
remains In effect. 


If the ICC concurs with the higher 


schedule sought by the firm, a potential 
$419,600 deficit next year could be turned 
into a $597,900 profit, according to the 
company. 


Citizens Utilities submitted a 1^-inch- 


high stack of written testimony, In- 
cluding numerous, statistical tables de- 
tailing the company's financial status, in 


an effort to back up its claim that a rate 
increase is necessary. 


The proposed increase is being con- 


tested by the company's customers, in- 
'eluding 2,350 households in the New 
Town section of Mount Prospect.'An ad- 
ditional 500 homes In the Waycinden 
Park and Pleasant Manor subdivisions 
near Des Plaines arc also served by the 
company. 


DUANE A. FEURER. a Chicago attor- 


ney, .was on hand to represent the Mount 
Prospect users of Citizens Utilities ser- 
vice. In addition, Marie L.- Caylor, chair- 
man of the Northwest Suburban Council 
of Associations, which includes. New 
Town area homeowners groups, and Don- 
ald Dvorak and Al Barry, officers In the 
Waycinden Park Homeowners Associ- 
ation, were present. 


Opponents of the proposed rate in- 


crease will have a chance to present 
their arguments before the ICC Feb. 19. 


Citizens Utilities now charges $3 a 


month for sewage service and a sliding 
scale of $8.20 a month for a typical 
household use of 8,000 gallons of water a 
month. 


UNDER THE rates being asked by the 


company, sewage service would cost Jri a 
month, and the water bill would rise to 
$12.40 a month. 


Jack 0. Sanders, vice president of Citi- 


zens, said in his prepared testimony that 
the rate hike Is needed to combat In- 
creased expenses in employes' wages, In- 
surance and tax payments, and plant ex- 
pansions.

"three months to three years." He said 
over the last several months, the com- 
pany has curtailed its expansion Into new 
operators. 


JOHN E. HAMILTON, retail market- 


big general manager for Amoco Oil Co., 
said, "We have discontinued the con- 
struction of new facilities entirely." New 
stations would only spread existing gaso- 
line stocks thinner, he said and with lim- 
ited supply new stations would find it 
hard to survive. 


"A new account would have no chance 


to grow. Some existing, marginal ac- 
counts may also be eliminated. Others 
may have to go into other businesses," 
Hamilton said. 


He added that Amoco Is looking toward 


the future in acquiring land for new sta- 
tions. He said although the outlook is 
generally dim for new stations some 
might be established in high volumn traf- 
fic areas. 


"We arc still arranging for future 


sites, when the market settles down," he 
said, adding current planning foresees a 
tight market for the next two to five 
years. 


Hamilton said money which normally 


would be earmarked for new facilities 
will now go toward upgrading existing 
ones. 


"The opportunity to up-grade our sta- 


tions has been accelerated. They will be 
made more appealing. The Image of our 
accounts Is an Important factor," he 
said. 


WILEY BRAGG, public affairs man- 


ager for Exxon, characterized his com- 
pany's current positions as "a holding 
pattern." 


"In the face of a situation of limited 


supplies, it's our position not to construct 
any new service stations. We are not 
seeking to build and we are not assuming 
an aggressive posture in acquiring new 
sites," Bragg said. 


He said he could not estimate how long 


the current tight market would last. 


"Everything Is so fluid. The issues in- 


volved are beyond our control and be- 
yond the control of the United States," 
be said of the oil embargo by Arab 
states. 


The Mideast situation has rechanncled 


Exxon's capital improvement funds to- 
ward exploration for new oil fields. 


"BASICALLY WHAT you'd do is put 


your capital improvement funds where 


else they might be needed. Some might 
go toward up grading present operations. 
But, exploration and development are go- 
ing to need more funds," he said. 


He said present supplies are now being 


allocated "on an equal basis" but some 
stations may go under. "There are nor- 
mal reasons for taking stations out of the 
chain. Some are going to be eliminated 
from the chain. Road changes, for ex- 
ample, can make it not economically 
possible for some opeators to remain 
open."

Hold off on turning on those Christmas 


l i g h t s , suburbia. Although Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. officials say it's 
okay, the federal government doesn't 
agree. 


Electric company officials contend that 


although there might be a need to cut 
down on the use of electrical power in 
other parts of the country, there's plenty 
of fuel for electric generators in the Mid- 
west. 


Government officials however were 


surprised at the Commonwealth Edison 
position, saying it was not In lino with 
the President's energy conservation pro- 
gram. 


"We have no problem In meeting our 


fuel requirements," said Jack Stephens, 
district manager for the Northwest area 
for Commonwealth Edison. He explained 
that winter electrical demands arc 20 per 
cent less than summer demands anyway. 


STEPHENS EXPLAINED the short- 


age of fuel at the present timo is with 
crude oil. "Generators along the East 
Coast, for example, rely mainly on oil 
for electricity," said Stephens. "Fifty 
per cent of which Is Imported," he 
added. 


The Northwast suburban area, how- 


ever, has a minimal reliance on oil for 
electricity, according to Stephens. "Our 
projections for 1074 estimate our power 
source will be 33 per cent nuclear, 65 per 
cent coal, with the rest coming .from oil 
and natural gas," said Stephens.' 


Oil consumed during the year is main- 


ly used In the summer, according to 
Stephens, to provide additional piwer on 
extremely hot or "peak" days when air 
conditioner use Is at Its highest. The oil- 
powered generators, which arc available 
on a moment's notice, are also used oc- 
casionally during the winter, when an 
emergency closes down a generator for a 
period of time and additional power Is 
needed temporarily.

"The national 
overage for use of nuclear power is 5 per 
cent, though," Stephens sold. 


THE MIDWEST IS also aided by the 


fact that coal Is most plentiful in this 
area. "We have generating stations right 
on top of coalmines In some places," 
said Stephens. "There's no cost Involved 
for transporting It to the generators," 
Stephens added. 


"Commonwealth Edison here began 


developing plans for the nuclear gener- 
ators same 20 years ago and foresaw a 
shortage of natural gas and petroleum 
products," sold Stephens. 


Commonwealth Edison Is part of a na- 


tional grid system, according to Bart J. 
McGarry, assistant director, office of 
Energy Conservation in Washington, 
D.C. The Midwest company can feed 
energy to Canada or another part of the 
country facing a power shortage, he said. 


McGARRY SAID IF Edison conserved 


Its energy it would have a potential to 
feed supply to the east coast and other 
areas where shortages exist. 


If another part of the country were fac- 


ing a brownout and Edison didn't have 
energy to qlve, the situation would be 
deplorable, he said.

"BASICALLY WHAT you'd do is put

He said present supplies are now being 


allocated "on an equal basis" but some 
stations may go under.

Electric company officials contend that 


although there might be a need to cut 
down on the use of electrical power in 
other parts of the'country, there's plenty 
of fuclfor electric generators in the Mid- 
west. 


Government officials however were 


surprised at the Commonwealth Edison 
position, saying it was not in line with 
the President's energy conservation pro- 
gram. 


"We have no problem in meeting our 


fuel requirements," said Jack Stephens, 
district manager for the Northwest area 
for Commonwealth Edison. He explained 
that winter electrical demands arc 20 per 
cent less than summer demands anyway. 


STEPHENS EXPLAINED the short- 


age of fuel at the present time is with 
crude oil. "Generators along the East 
Coast, for example, rely mainly on oil 
for electricity," said Stephens. "Fifty 
per cent of which is Imported," he 
added. ' 


The Northwest suburban area, how- 


ever, has a minimal reliance on oil for 
electricity, according to Stephens. "Our 
projections for 1974 estimate our power 
source will be 35 per cent nuclear, 65 per 
cent coal, with the rest coming from oil 
and natural gas," said Stephens. 


Oil consumed during the year is main- 


ly used in the summer, according to 
Stephens, to provide additional power* on 
extremely hot or "peak" days when air 
conditioner use is at its highest. The oil-

Foiu* office buildings 
planned for Central Road 


Brian Properties Inc., plans to build 


four one-story office buildings on Central 
Road, east of Arlington Heights Road. 


The plans were unveiled nt a meeting 


yesterday "with the plat and subdivision 
subcommittee of the Arlington Plan 
Commission and the village planning de- 
partment. 


The session, part of the new effort to 


speed commission hearings, was held to 
work out technical and land use prob- 
lems before going to the whole commis- 
sion. 


Jack Whisler, Brian representative, 


presented plans for four one-story office 
buildings on Central between Pine and 
Haddow streets. He said the office would 
have professional offices, but would ex- 
clude medical office facilities. 


THE LAND WAS involuntarily annexed 


to the village In 1972, according to com- 
missioner Leo Mueller. It is presently, 
zoned for single family homes. Despite 
the zoning, Joe Kesler, village planner,, 
said the low profile buildings were pre- 
ferred in the area. 


"We have never had a project like this 


before in Arlington Heights. It is a good 


solution — we've been wondering what 
could be done with this narrow strip of 
land," he said. 


The land was originally part of the 


Feuerborn and Klode's Arlington Heights 
subdivision developed in 1926. The area 
was planned by the original developers 
to have only commercial projects on Ar- 
lington Heights and Central Roads. 


Whisler's plans call for the buildings to 


be set at right angles to Central Road. 
Each office would have its own entrance, 
eliminating lobbies and corridors. 


WHISLER SAID the buildings would be 


developed in two phases. The first two 
buildings would be completed and let be- 
fore the second group was begun, he 
said. 


Comr. Madeline Schroeder said the 


project as presented would be com- 
patible with the neighborhood. She said 
the low building profile and light nlghU 
time usage make it more attractive. 


Whisler will next' take his project to 


village departments for comments and 
recommendations. It will .then go back to 
committee prior, to being presented to 
the entire commission.

"Right now, 
we rely on 30 per cent nuclear power 
with another atomic generator scheduled 
for completion at Zion, 111. by the end of 
the year," said Stephens. "The national 
average for use of nuclear power is 5 per 
cent, though," Stephens said. 


THE MIDWEST IS also aided by the 


fact that coal is most plentiful in this 
area. "We have generating stations right 
on top of coal mines in some places," 
said Stephens. "There's no cost involved 
for transporting it to the generators," - 
Stephens added. 


"Commonwealth Edison here began 


developing plans for the nuclear gener- 
ators some 20 years ago and foresaw a 
shortage of natural gas and petroleum 
products," said Stephens. 


Commonwealth Edison is part of a na- 


tional grid system, according to Bart J. 
McGarry, assistant 'director, office of 
Energy- Conservation in Washington, 
D.C. 
The Midwest company can feed 


energy to Canada or another part of the ' 
country facing a power shortage, he said. 


McGARRY SAID IF Edison conserved 


•its energy'it would have a potential to 
feed supply to the east coast and other 
areas where shortages exist.
